REMARKS 

Claims 33-50 and 62-71 are pending in the above-identified application. 
Claims 33-37, 39-50, 62-68 and 70 are deemed in condition for allowance. Claim 38 
has been amended above to correct obvious informalities. Claim 69 has been 
canceled without prejudice as allegedly being a substantial duplicate of allowed 
claim 49. Accordingly, the amendments do not raise an issue of new matter and 
entry thereof is respectfully requested. 

In light of the Amendments and Remarks herein, Applicant submits that the 
formalities raised by the Office in Action mailed September 16, 2004, have been 
satisfactorily addressed and are now moot. Withdrawal of these objections and a 
notice of allowability for all pending claims is respectfully requested.
